Freeze legacy to be 
a bitter cash blow 


MAINTENANCE and repairs 
during the winter freeze have 
already plunged Dudley 
council around £350,000 over 
budget. 

And now bosses are bracing 
themselves for more expense, it 
has emerged. 

The news comes as the Local 
Government Association - the 
lobbying organisation which rep¬ 
resents more than 350 councils - 
warned that councils in England 
will struggle to repair potholes 
caused by the extreme winter 
weather. 

The LGA says there will be a 
£165 million shortfall in funding 
for the work. 


Dudley council has set up a £lm 
contingency fund to help cover the 
cost of gritting and repairing 
damage caused by the severe cold 
snap. 

So far, the extra £350,000 
expense has been met by “careful 
control” of the environmental 
management budget. 

But a report to the council 
reveals that further cold weather 
could cost an extra £400,000. 

And it warns that the bank 
balance will not be able to absorb 
the impact. 

The report states: “This could 
be the most challenging winter 
maintenance period for over 100 
years.” 


Two jailed on gun offences 


TWO MEN have been 
jailed after sawn-off shot¬ 
guns were thrown from a 
car as it led police on a 
high-speed chase through 
the Black Country. 

A hunting knife, two swords 
in holders and a balaclava 
were also found in the car 
which reached speeds of 
70mph during the five-mile 
chase. 

One of the men in the car 
had been asked by a drug 
dealer to get rid of the 
weapons, a court was told. 

But police began to follow 
the car when officers on 
routine patrol noticed the men 
inside acting suspiciously. 


Andrew Twist, aged 29, of 
Foxdale Drive, Brierley Hill, 
and Steven Mills, 31, of 
Marigold Crescent, Dudley, 
were sentenced at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

A third man Declan Phipps, 
28, of Bank Street, Brierley 
Hill, was convicted of going 
equipped for a theft or bur¬ 
glary by a jury and was yester¬ 
day jailed for 16 months. 

Shotguns 

The court heard the bag con¬ 
taining two sawn-off shotguns 
had been thrown from a car 
being driven by Twist at the 
end of the high-speed chase in 
Brierley Hill. 


The bag had been found and 
a sawn-off 12-bore Beretta 
shotgun and a partially reacti¬ 
vated 12-bore Mossberg found 
inside. 

A glove belonging to Phipps 
was found in the car, the court 
heard. 

Judge John Warner jailed 
Twist for a total of three years 
and nine months for two 
counts of possession of a 
firearm and for three months 
to run concurrently for dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

He had admitted the 
offences at an earlier hearing. 

Twist was also sentenced to 
five years for an unrelated 
matter of possession with 
intent to supply heroin 


making his total jail time eight 
years and nine months. 

He had denied the heroin 
charge. 

Mills was jailed for 33 
months for the firearms 
offences and six months for an 
unrelated matter of taking a 
car. 

He had admitted the 
firearms offence and been con¬ 
victed after a trial on the 
vehicle charge. 

Mills was also sentenced to 
an additional nine months for 
breaching a suspended sen¬ 
tence. 

Mr Philip Brunt, defending 
Twist, said his client was 
acting on behalf of someone 
else. 


Easter is 
target for 
trams at 
museum 

BLACK Country 
Living Museum trams 
and trolleybuses may 
be out of action until 
Easter as repair work 
is done, it has 
emerged. 

They have stopped 
running after thieves 
stole a section of over¬ 
head electrical wiring at 
the attraction in Tipton 
Road. 

Bosses said experts 
were still assessing the 
extent of the damage to 
the system’s cables and 
connectors. 

But they hoped the 
service would be fully 
operational in time for 
Easter, which is a big 
element of the tourist 
season. 

Predict 

The cost of work is not 
yet known. 

The museum said that, 
due to the historic nature 
of the tramway, it was 
hard to predict how long 
restoration would take, 
as it would require spe¬ 
cialist work. 

Spokeswoman Fiona 
Carding said: “We are 
working hard to rein¬ 
state the tram and would 
hope it would become 
fully operational in time 
for Easter.” 

A vintage coach service 
is now being used to 
transport visitors around 
the site.

JOBS BID 


A lmost 200 jobs will be 

created at Dudley Zoo, 
the Black Country 
Museum and Dudley Canal 
Trust under a planned invest¬ 
ment worth £46.5 million. 

The tourist attractions are jointly 
bidding for cash as part of a Transforming 
Dudley vision, which will see the attrac¬ 
tions revitalised to boost their visitor 
numbers. 

SOURCES 

The project has asked for £2m from the gov¬ 
ernment with the rest of its proposed £46.5m 
investment coming from private sources and 
Europe. 

It is one of four cash bids in the Black 
Country. 

The Black Country Reinvestment Society is 
asking for £8m to help create 880 jobs and safe¬ 
guard 4,968 more by providing loans to help busi¬ 
nesses. 


The West Bromwich Building Society wants 
£5m to move to a new HQ while the former James 
Bridge copperworks also wants a £5m grant to 
redevelop in Darlaston. 

The Transforming Dudley project would see 
Dudley Zoo, Dudley Canal Trust and the Black 
Country Living Museum create joint visitor and 
arrival facilities and also revitalise their attrac¬ 
tions. 

The Black Country Consortium, which works on 
behalf of the councils, estimates that 20 jobs will 
be safeguarded at the three organisations and 193 
will be created. 

A further 90 jobs will be created in the surround¬ 
ing areas. 

The applications for funding from the Govern¬ 
ment’s Regional Growth Fund are being supported 
by the new Black Country Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership. 

POSITIVE 

The LEP is meant to replace the £300m a year 
quango Advantage West Midlands which is being 
scrapped in 2012. 

Sarah Middleton, chief executive of the Black 
Country Consortium, said: “If these projects are 
approved for funding they will have a real, positive 
impact on our community.”

THE Black Country crafts¬ 
man who built the legendary 
TV canal boat Ragdoll, the 
star of the popular children’s 
TV show Rosie and Jim, has 
died at the age of 75. 

David Baugh, owner and 
manager of manufacturers 
Black Country Narrowboats, 
died following an eight-year 
battle with illness. 

He had suffered from Parkinson’s 
Disease and cancer. 

Special 

His business partner of 30 years 
and close friend Carol Hutchings, 
aged 67, has paid tribute to “a very 
special man”. 

“David was a wonderful man. He

was very kind, and generous, and 
always willing to help anyone who 
needed it,” she said. 

“He was a fantastic boat builder. 
Boats were his life. We were one of 
the leading boat builders in the 
country. 

“The boats that he designed and 
built are a tribute to him in them¬ 
selves.” 

During his working life Walsall- 
born Mr Baugh, who lived with Miss 
Hutchings in Prestwood Drive, 
Stourton, near Stourbridge, 


designed and created numerous 
boats for actors, writers, and other 
high-flying businessmen. 

He and Miss Hutchings were also 
responsible for exporting the first 
British canal boat to Canada, to be 
part of a ‘traditional British village’ 
project on the Rideau Canal, 
Ontario, in the early 1980s. 

Miss Hutchings said what made 
him stand out, and made him so 
popular, was his “unique” style of 
canal boats. 

It was this vision which caught 


the eye of those behind Rosie and 
Jim, who asked him to create their 
boat Ragdoll. 

“He was very proud of the Ragdoll 
project,” Miss Hutchings said. 

“In one way it was just another job 
but meant a lot to him to be 
involved.” 

Donation 

He leaves behind a son, 48-year- 
old Jeremy Faulkner-Court. 

Mr Baugh’s funeral will be held at 
Stourbridge Crematorium tomor¬ 
row (January 28), beginning at 
2.10pm. 

Miss Hutchings said the family 
would like people to make a dona¬ 
tion to the Parkinson’s Disease 
Society, instead of sending flowers. 

“He was my best friend and I’m 
going to miss him like hell,” she said. 


Protest 

blocks 

bridge 

scheme 

A CONTROVERSIAL 
scheme to reduce a 
busy Stourbridge rail 
bridge to single lane 
traffic has been 
shelved for “less 
drastic” works to be 
considered. 

Dudley Council 

planned the scheme to 
save wear and tear on the 
bridge, in Vicarage Road, 
Amblecote. 

There were also plans 
to demolish a nearby 
traffic island and replace 
it with traffic lights. 

But the proposals have 
now been halted follow¬ 
ing a wave of protest 
from residents in Vic¬ 
arage Road, Kirkstone 
Way and Hillgrounds 
Road who say they were 
not consulted on the 
work. 

Scale 

Councillors said they 
had not been told either 
and felt “humiliated”. 

The scheme has now 
been pulled temporarily 
following talks between 
councillors and officers to 
allow full consultation to 
take place. 

And councillors for the 
town said that whatever 
work took place would 
not be on the same scale 
as had been originally 
planned. 

Councillor Angus 
Adams, cabinet member 
for transportation on 
Dudley Council, said: 
“We have an obligation as 
an authority to ensure 
the safety of railway 
bridges.

LYE company Scot Young 
Research has moved to new 
premises to expand the busi¬ 
ness, after securing a £1.5 
milli on funding package. 

The origins of the company go 
back to 1954 when entrepreneur 
Scot Young emigrated from the 
UK to Canada and started a 
window cleaning business in 
Toronto, then an internal build¬ 
ing cleaning company. 

Following this success, Scot 
returned to the UK opening 
similar businesses in Glasgow 
and Manchester. 

Further expansion followed 
worldwide and included opening 
a branch in Birmingham in 1977. 

In 1985 the business switched 
from cleaning to the manufactur¬ 
ing of cleaning equipment and 
materials. 

Today, SYR has three manufac¬ 
turing bases in the USA, China 


and Lye, where it employs 150 
people. Now, with financial 
support from NatWest Business 
and Commercial Banking, it has 
expanded into newly-renovated 
premises on Dudley Road.

Excited 

He added: “This dedication has 
meant we have grown our cus¬ 
tomer base even during these 
challenging times, and have 
needed to find a bigger work 
space. 

“We are very excited about the 
expansion into new premises and 
for the business benefits it will 


bring for both us and our cus¬ 
tomers. 

The move brought new life to a 
Black Country factory, the site 
had been occupied by Bronx Man¬ 
ufacturing. 

The building went on the 
market for £1.4 million in 2009 
after the collapse of the firm after 
nearly 70 years at the Lye site. 

About 30 workers at Bronx, 
which produced large machinery, 
were made redundant.

ABOUT 20 householders 
turned out to see a Govern¬ 
ment planning inspector 
carry out a final site visit 
before a decision is made on 
proposals to build 39 houses 
on green space in Hagley. 

A decision on the scheme had 
been expected last week but was 
delayed to allow one last visit. 

Planning inspector Ruth 
Mackenzie was joined by repre¬ 
sentatives from developers Kite 
and Billingham to look around 
the site last Wednesday. 

Residents stood around the 
entrance of the land between 
Brook Crescent and Western 
Road when she arrived. 

Paul Thatcher, aged 57, of 
Brook Crescent, said villagers 
went along because they 
wanted to make an impact 
ahead of the verdict. 

Demolished 

He said: “We are all opposed 
to these plans because they are 
completely wrong for the area 
and we want to make that 
clear.” 

Residents told her that the 
local infrastructure would not 
be able to cope with the extra 
houses, and said there would be 
increased traffic and doctors’ 
surgeries would be over-sub¬ 
scribed. 

But Ms Mackenzie said she 
could not discuss any planning 
issues with them as she could 
only take into account written 
responses. 

An appeal has been submit¬ 
ted by developers after original 
plans were rejected by Broms- 
grove District Council. 

Of the homes on the site, 16 
would be two-bedroom and 23 
four-bedroom. 

A house in Brook Crescent, 
which had been bought by 
developers Billingham and 

Mike Farmer, Tim Knott and Paul Thatcher who live near the devel- Kite, would be demolished as 
opment area and, right, planning inspector Ruth MacKenzie part of the plans. 



Replica 
anchor’s 
future is 
settled 

PLANS are under way 
to take a replica of the 
Titanic anchor back to 
the town where the 
original was made 
after residents 

demanded it be 
returned. 

Confusion surrounded 
the future of the anchor 
when council chiefs gave 
conflicting messages over 
plans to move it to 
Netherton. The 18ft 
anchor is on display at 
the Black Country Living 
Museum in Tipton Road, 
Dudley after it was 
paraded through Nether¬ 
ton last year. 

Residents of Nether¬ 
ton, home to the factory 
where the original 
anchor was built, have 
been calling for the 
replica to be returned 
there ever since. 

Tourism 

Last month, Deputy 
Dudley Council Leader 
Councillor Les Jones 
sparked outrage by sug¬ 
gesting it might be better 
for tourism if it was left 
at the museum. But now 
it has been revealed that 
plans are being made to 
set up a permanent home 
for it in Netherton.

Protesters sunk 
by Government 
marina verdict 


PROTESTERS’ hopes of 
throwing out controversial 
plans for a 199-boat marina 
near Stourbridge have 
been dashed after the Gov¬ 
ernment announced it 
would not intervene in the 
case. 

Campaigners who have been 
fighting against the the plans 
in Swindon said they were 
“stunned” by the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision not to call in 
the proposals for a final 
review. 

Plans to flood acres of green belt 
to create the marina have sparked 
objections from more than 300 res¬ 
idents. 

Four out of 10 parish councillors 
recently resigned from their posts 
over South Staffordshire Council’s 
decision to approve the project, 
claiming their concerns had been 
ignored. 

Green 

Now the Government Office for 
the West Midlands has opted not 
to review or overturn the council’s 
decision, giving developers 
Timothy and Joanna Munday the 
green light to start work. 

They couple have already scaled 
back the size of the proposed 
marina from 252 berths, as well as 
excluding proposed boat hire and 
repair facilities, in response to 
public anger. 

The government’s decision not 
to review the approval of the plans 
appears to reinforce Tory claims 
that local authorities will have 
planning decisions. But some resi¬ 
dents revealed that they plan to 
challenge the decision by seeking 
a judicial review. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson, who wrote to secre¬ 
tary of state for local government 
Eric Pickles calling for the govern¬ 
ment to intervene, said: “Pm 
absolutely stunned. 

“A development of this size and 
significance on green belt land 
should be called in and opened up 
to greater scrutiny. 

Specialist 

“I think there should have been 
a full planning inquiry.” 

Campaigner Terry Carvin, who 
has co-ordinated efforts of resi¬ 
dents’ groups including the 
Swindon Civic Society, Civic 
Alliance, and the Marina Action 
Group, said: “We are now in the 
process of starting a the case for a 
judicial review and will be seeking 
advice from a specialist.” 

Approval for the development 
was given with a number of condi¬ 
tions, including that the develop¬ 
ers must advertise job 
opportunities locally, provide 
public access and share the 130- 
space car park with visitors to 
Swindon High Street. 

Campaigners fear the village 
will be swallowed up by the devel¬ 
opment, but the provision of a new 
car park and the likelihood of 
increased footfall for village busi¬ 
nesses has split opinion.

When I found out 
my work was going to be published I was 
over the moon that all of my efforts had 
been recognised. 

“When you are on your own and in the 
house a lot you have two options, you can 
sit and dwell on what life could be like or 
you can keep your mind occupied and 
really focus on doing something that makes 
you happy.

A LIFELINE transport service used 
by thousands of West Midlands pen¬ 
sioners is facing a £900,000 budget 
black hole. 

Elderly and disabled people may be 
charged to use the Ring and Ride service 
in future, or the number of trips it runs 
may be cut to try to plug the funding gap. 

Taxpayers paid £ 12million to help keep 
the service on the road this year. 

However, the seven West Midlands 
councils that fund the service have had to 
cut back on the amount they pay to run it 
while costs such as fuel have soared. 

Ring and Ride was launched in 1983 
and operates around two million trips a 
year in the region. 

Passengers book their journey over the 
phone, giving details of where they want 
to be picked up and taken to, and the time 
they want to travel. 

Bosses at West Midlands Special 
Needs Transport, the charity which oper¬ 
ates Ring and Ride, and the transport 
authority Centro, which funds the 
service with money provided by the coun¬ 
cils, are now appealing to passengers to 
help decide how to make those savings. 

Important 

More than 30,000 users are being sent 
a questionnaire asking them to vote for 
one of two options. 

The first is to make an eight per cent 
reduction in the number of services being 
run, which could see the withdrawal of 
some services in the evenings or other 
times of the day. 

The alternative is to introduce charges 
in the form of either an annual member¬ 
ship fee of £36, the equivalent of 69p a 
week, or a single trip fare of 60p. 

The service is currently free for those 
with a senior citizen’s or disabled 
person’s pass. 

Centro’s chief executive Geoff Inskip, 
said: “It plays an extremely important 
role in our region’s public transport 
system which is why we have given the 
charity more than £12m this year. 

“Unfortunately, there is a pressing 
need for the seven West Midland councils 
to reduce expenditure in this period of 
severe financial constraint.”

A DUDLEY firm which has been at the 
heart of Black Country industry for 60 
years has fought the recession to increase 
exports sales by 150 per cent. 

For decades AJT Equipment has been 
making a name for itself producing test 
machines for a variety of tools and equipment. 

Often one-of-a-kind orders, the products made in 
the factory in Brockmoor have ended up on all 
corners of the world. 

Some of the machines have been used to test the 
impact of stress on equipment such as oil pipes. 

Director Ian Gordon said the firm had come out of 
the latest recession fighting and was on track to have 
one of its best ever trading years with export sales 
up by 150 per cent, from £330,000 to £820,000. 

The firm exports to countries including Russia, 
India and Australia, Spain and Nigeria. 


Mr Gordon, aged 43, 
began working for the 
firm based on the 
Premier Partnership 
Estate in The Leys, as an 
apprentice aged 17. 

In 1979, his father 
Peter Gordon, along with 
business partners Derek 
Hill and Graham 
Zambra, took over the 
firm, which had origi¬ 
nally been founded in 
1951. Mr Zambra later 
stepped down leaving his 
two colleagues to develop 
the company into the 
firm it is today. 

Recessions 

Over the years the 
business has been forced 
to downsize due to tough 
economic times and has 
moved around the 
borough, starting in 
Dudley and ending in 
Brockmoor. In 1987 the 
firm employed 15 people 
but two years later the 
number of workers fell to 
four. But since then the 
company has built itself 
back up and now employs 
13 people aged 17 to 70. 

“We have been through 
two recessions, there 
have been ups and downs 
but we’ve kept on going,” 
said Ian. 

He took over the reins 
of running the business 
from his father Peter, 
now aged 70, three years 
ago and says the future 
looks bright for the firm, 
which will be taking on 
new staff, including 
apprentices, in the 
coming months. 

To celebrate the 60th 
anniversary the firm will 
hold an open day on April 
21 and bosses have 
invited the Mayor of 
Dudley. Manager Julie 
Parry, aged 39, from 
Stourbridge, said: “We 
want to hold a celebra¬ 
tion and give people the 
chance to see what we 
do.”

Tributes paid to tragic Lisa 


A 21-YEAR-OLD Kiddermin¬ 
ster woman died in bed from 
pneumonia less than two days 
after falling ill with flu-like 
symptoms. 

Lisa Wimbush’s mother, 
Amanda Tovey, lay next to her bed 
through the night and raised the 
alarm when she did not wake up 
the next day at the home they 
shared in Trimpley Drive. 

An inquest at Stourport heard 
that Lisa, a volunteer at the 
British Heart Foundation shop in 
Kidderminster, died on November 
25 from acute bronchopneumonia 
and a verdict of natural causes 
was recorded. 

Tributes to Lisa flooded in after 


her sudden death, with more than 
100 messages posted on social 
networking site Facebook. 

They were summed up by one 
saying “things like this aren’t 
meant to happen to such nice 
people”. Lisa’s uncle, Steve Jones, 
aged 52, formerly of Cinder Bank, 
Netherton, but now of Whaley 
Bridge, Derbyshire, said: “It’s very 
scary that it could have happened 
within 48 hours of her feeling ill.” 

Mr Jones added that he, his 
wife, Lesley, and Lisa’s 49-year- 
old mother, Mandy, all wanted to 
praise Kidderminster police and 
the coroner’s office for the way 
they had dealt with the family. 

“They were efficient but also 
extremely compassionate — we 


think they went beyond the call of 
duty,” he said. 

Lisa, a former pupil at Wolver- 
ley High School, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, was described by Mr Jones as 
a “very quiet and always polite” 
girl, who loved dogs especially her 
border collie, Inca. 

“We didn’t realise just how 
many friends she had until the 
funeral - about 200 were there, 
many of which she used to talk to 
every night on Facebook,” he said. 

Christine Jones, manager of the 
British Heart Foundation in Kid¬ 
derminster, said: “She was a lovely 
girl and she looked after the shoes 
and handbags in the shop. 

“We were devastated and 
shocked when she died.”

Chainmaker Sarann a link 


past - aged nine 


to family

HEARING the clunk of a steel hammer against 
the links of a chain, you would expect the person 
doing the battering to be a brawny man rather 
than a nine-year-old girl. 

Sarann Bradney has been going to Mushroom 
Green Chain Shop, in Netherton, since she was just 
three months old to watch her father Mick at work. 

Mick is the sixth generation of chainmakers and is 
keen to teach the skills that have been passed down to 
him from his great-great-great grandfather, who was 
from Mushroom Green. 

His family had a chain shop in the village for around 
200 years and he grew up surrounded by the industry. 

Different 

Standing by the red-hot furnace at the Quarry Road 
chain making museum, Mick says: “As we waited for 
the bus in the morning to take us to Corngreaves 
School we would stand by the fires to keep warm. 

“There were chainmakers, fires and furnaces every¬ 
where round here. People can’t imagine it these days, 
but even at 5am you would hear the hammers going.”

Mick, who works at Solid Stampings, in Cradley 
Heath, recalls how his father Arthur would take him 
to various chainmaking workshops. The young lad 
would cautiously stand by the doors and watch the 
men working on the huge links. 

“It was something I always wanted to do,” says 
Mick, now 61.“From the age of five my dad would put 
me by the fire with a piece of iron, a pair of tongs and 
a hammer, and let me play. 

“At that time there weren’t any women chainmak¬ 
ers, although I know that my grandmother and her 
mother had done it.” 

Mick still uses a hammer that is around 100 years 
old and was used by his great-grandmother. 

“I see hammers like this in museums, but because 
I’m a traditional chainmaker I still use the old equip¬ 
ment passed down to me,” he says. 

“The last woman chainmaker was Lucy Woodall, 
but I’m keen to pass the skills on to the next genera¬ 
tion. I’ve taught my wife Annette how to make chain 
and watching her learn these forgotten skills is like 
seeing a dinosaur come back to life.” 

Mick lives in Trejon Road, Cradley Heath with 
Annette and daughter Sarann. 

Annette says she has watched Mick making chain 
for years and then in May decided to give it a go. “I 
took to it within weeks,” says Annette, aged 46. 

“A few months ago I did my first demonstration at 
the Mushroom Green shop and then went over to the 
Black Country Living Museum. Once you’re into it, 
chainmaking is addictive. I would like to teach other 
women.” 

Original 

The Mushroom Green chain shop dates from the 
1950s and is run by Dudley Council. Records show 
chainmaking in Mushroom Green in 1810. Workers 
who made nails adapted their hearths to make chain. 

By the end of the 19th century most properties in 
Mushroom Green had a chain shop close to them and 
several survived into the 20th century. 

Only one remains in its original form, having been 
restored by the council and the Black Country Society. 

Sarann, a pupil at Timbertree Primary School, in 
Valley Road, Cradley Heath, says she has grown up 
watching her dad making chain. 

“I have been coming down to Mushroom Green 
since I was little. “I’ve always been interested in it and 
want to be a metal work artist. I’m a different girl to 
the others at school as they are into new clothes and 
shoes,” she says. 

“I think I’m better off than them because I have a 
loving family - and my chainmaking.”

Keep gardening diary 
of success and failure 



French beans Sultana proved popular with family and friends 


A NEW year brings new beginnings 
in all our lives and especially in our 
gardens. 

It’s time to take stock of last year to see 
what went well and learn what we can do 
better this season. 

I’m full of optimism for 2011, writes 
John Clowes. The positive uplift that gar¬ 
dening provides, together with the benefit 
of regular exercise, will see me investing 
more time in the garden and on the allot¬ 
ment. 

Hopefully all families will be doing the 
same - especially if there are children to 
teach. Keeping notes of successes and 
failures provides good pointers for better 
results this year. 

My successes include a great crop of 
carrots that had little damage from carrot 
root fly. This proves that 1 m walls of clear 
plastic do prevent the flying females from 
laying their eggs and ruining my carrot 
crop. 

Just four plants of yellow courgettes 
(T&M FI Hybrid ‘Soleil’) weren’t prolific 
enough for the kitchen and I must grow two 
or three green ones to boost total yields. 

Stringless 

They were completely unaffected by 
mildew, but perhaps they needed some 
extra feeding with Miracle-Gro Fruit & Veg¬ 
etable Plant Food. 

My climbing French beans, Sultana, 
proved worth their weight in gold. They 
cropped well during the warm weather of 
June and July producing mountains of 
long, tender and stringless pencil-podded 
beans. 

Only by the end of August were the pink- 
flowered runner beans Celebration produc¬ 
ing anything like the same amount. 

Family and neighbours agreed the 
French beans were the best they had 
tasted. They are on my seed list again this 
year, as will be butternut squash Cobnut 
that produced good winter squash that 
ripened and stored well. 


Japanese anemones make a great flower 
display in the autumn, but standard vari¬ 
eties grow to quite a size that is too big for 
most narrow flower beds. That’s why the 
compact variety Pretty Lady Diana’was a 
great addition in my garden. So too was 
Thompson & Morgan’s first-ever red rud- 
beckia, Cherry Brandy. 

Shrub discovery of 2010 was 
Loropetalum chinense Fire Dance. This rel¬ 
ative of the witch hazel is evergreen with 
plenty of small heart-shaped leaves plum 
red in colour that carry along its stems 
deep pink spidery flowers. It seems to 
bloom all summer through from March to 
October, although the textbooks will tell 
you it produces most blooms in spring. The 
books will also say it will grow to 1 - 2m 
tall, although my plant is spreading out¬ 
wards, rather than upwards, and makes a 
wonderful ground-hugging display. 

And on to the reverse side of the garden¬ 


ing coin - here are some of the ‘not so 
good’ results from 2010. All my sowings of 
rocket leaves were affected badly by flea 
beetle that drilled holes into every leaf, 
making all unsuitable for the salad bowl. 
Next year I will try to grow undamaged 
leaves in pots on the patio using Miracle- 
Gro All Purpose Compost. 

Purple sprouting broccoli this year was 
disappointing as the pigeons ate more of 
the crop than the family. That’s because 
the netting has developed holes over the 
years and must be replaced. Pests must be 
excluded totally if you are to get a half 
decent crop.

Cinema: Tangled (PG) 

DISNEY’S 50th animated feature, Tangled, sees a 
return to the studio’s fairy tale roots with a retelling 
of the story of Rapunzel, the girl with long golden 
hair locked away in a tall tower lost in a forest. 

And when I say long, I mean looooooong. In this 
snazzy reboot of a Brothers Grimm classic, 
Rapunzel can lasso, abseil and swing around 
using her lengthy luxurious locks. 

The effects are given an extra oomph by being 
delivered in 3D. The effect is really impressive in an 
action scene at a collapsing dam and in another 
when thousands of sky lanterns are released over 
a spectacular castle. 

There is a handsome and witty leading man, 
charming rogue Flynn Rider (voiced by Zachary 
Levi), a cute chameleon sidekick called Pascal and 
a bolshie stallion called Maximus. 

The animation is, as you would expect, top- 
notch. Disney has created a feisty new princess in 
Rapunzel (voiced by Mandy Moore), who is held 
captive by an evil mother figure. She’s actually a 
witch who kidnapped her from the royal palace - 
determined to keep the secret of eternal youth and 
healing locked in Rapunzel’s glowing tresses. 

There’s even an interesting ‘mother-daughter 
struggle’ subtext in her relationship with her 
captor, who, incidentally, looks rather like Carol 
Vorderman. 

And there is plenty of comedy and action to keep 
boys entertained too.

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SUBARU IMPREZA COSWORTH STIGS 400 

The hottest Subaru Impreza hatch offers performance to rival a supercar, says Richard M Hammond 

Cosworth to retain the bragging rights 


F or many years, Subaru 
punched well above its weight 
in the UK. 

A relatively small importer of cars to 
Britain, the Japanese four-wheel drive 
specialist was held in particularly high 
regard by performance cars fans, chiefly 
because of its Impreza WRX and STi 
saloon models. 

Boasting outrageous standard perform¬ 
ance, cutting edge drive-trains and easily 
tuned engines, these high performance 
Imprezas also offered four-door practicality, 
relatively cheap ‘bang-for buck’ purchase 
prices and the street-cred that came with an 
extensive and highly successful rallying 
history. 

More recently, Subaru has been cutting a 
lower profile. Although still a proudly niche 
manufacturer, it has been concentrating on 
its more mainstream models — the Forester 
crossover and spacious Legacy estate - while 
the high performance side of its operation has 
been gradually fading from sight, particu¬ 
larly without a manufacturer presence in the 
World Rally Championship. 

All the while, however, there have been 
Subaru WRX and WRX STi versions of the 
Impreza available. But the model has not 
proved as popular with high performance 
fans since the switch to a hatchback, rather 
than a saloon design. 

It’s a situation that has left Subaru

scratching its head; the UK has long had a 
love-affair with the hot-hatch, the preference 
for saloon versions of the Subaru is a curious 
occurrence. 

Subaru’s answer has been to tweak the 
line-up — offering the WRX STi model as a 
saloon to appease fans and removing the 
Impreza name from the high performance 
models, making them a sub-brand in their 
own right. But not before having one last play 
with the hatchback model. 

The Cosworth Impreza STi CS400 will 
prove a rare sight on the roads. Only 75 are 
being crafted for the UK market and with 
that exclusivity comes an exclusive price tag. 
Just shy of £50,000 in fact. That’s more than 
three and a half times the price of an entry 
level Impreza five-door. It’s hard to think of 
another model with such a gulf between the 
crucial numbers in the brochure. But then, 


it’s a very special vehicle. The Cosworth 
Impreza has not merely been breathed on by 
the high performance engineer, it’s received a 
comprehensive going over. 

Power is up 33 per cent over the (hardly 
under-powered) WRX STi. Cosworth has 
redeveloped the engine internals with high 
performance pistons built in a similar 
manner to those in the company’s FI engines, 
stronger, forged con-rods, a unique main 
bearing design, heavy-duty bolts and 
gaskets, a high-pressure oil pump, a 
redesigned exhaust and an all-new tur¬ 
bocharging system. 

The result is 395bhp from a four-cylinder 
unit. 62mph is reached in 3.7 seconds. It pips 
its nearest competitor, the Mitsubishi Evo 
FQ400, to the post, and will give a Lamborgh¬ 
ini Gallardo costing three times as much a 
run for its money. The power delivery is 


impressive. The model’s four-wheel drive 
system features a 50-50 split as default, 
launching the car with an initially startling 
ferocity. It’s a little slower to build at lower 
rpm, but from 3,500rpm the engine really 
starts to pull, whipping its way through the 
six-speed transmission in a flurry of induc¬ 
tion roar and waste-gate hiss. 

The intelligent four-wheel minimises 
wheel-spin from standing starts, but also bol¬ 
sters grip through the corners. The Impreza 
flat-four engine gets the model off to a good 
start with a low centre of gravity improving 
cornering ability. The WRX STi version 
builds on that core ability with the same 
advanced four-wheel drive system to monitor 
wheel slip. 

But the Cosworth Impreza truly exploits 
the arrangement with its huge power 
reserves and Cosworth tuned suspension 


with special Eibach springs and Bilstein 
damper inserts. It takes a lot to provoke 
under-steer; far too much corner entry speed 
to be advisable. On a demanding country 
road the nose will simply tuck in time and 
time again. On track, the Cosworth Impreza 
ought to be unshakeable. Get it wrong and 
355mm front brakes will bring the car to an 
abrupt halt. 

And, in time honoured Impreza tradition, 
all of this is delivered from a practical, 
useable base. Fuel economy is actually not 
too frightening; the five-door layout with a 
decent boot is in place. Inside is a slightly 
more lavish interior with leather bucket 
seats and aluminium, but nothing to make 
popping to the supermarket an ordeal. Sure, 
interior quality is not up there with high per¬ 
formance Audis or BMWs that will cost 
similar sums - and the steering could be con¬ 
sidered a little light at speed although this 
makes it better around town - but the Subaru 
will retain bragging right in terms of per¬ 
formance. 

Even the ride is surprisingly comfortable, 
for a car with so much pent-up aggression at

Crime on and around the West Midlands bus network has plummeted by 
19% over the last year, new figures from the Safer Travel partnership reveal. 

Initiatives such as CCTV installation on buses, and spot checks with 
inspectors and West Midlands Police has led to a 54.5% reduction in crime 
on and around the region’s bus network over the last three years. This 
reduction has shown just how much the team’s operations expertise has 
grown since its successful launch five years ago. 

Safer Travel, a partnership between National Express West Midlands and 
West Midlands Police have two full-time teams that work together to make 
bus journeys even safer by deterring crime and anti-social behaviour. 

Inspector Cate Webb-Jones, head of the Safer Travel Police Team, said:
